On Monday, December 30, the executive com- 

mittee of the Illinois State Billposters and Dis- 

tributors’ Association met in the parlors of the 

National Hotel at Peoria, Ill. : 
The meeting was called to order at 1 I. M. 

with President S. B. Harrington in the chair. 

The roll call found the following present. 58.

B. Bowman, Quincy; W. M. Sav- 
age, Alton; Ike Deutch, Rock Island; R. C. 
Campbell, Chicago. 


A telegram from Col. C. Gowdy, Shelbyville 
stated that he was sick abed. 

Treasurer George BE. Bowman reported cash 
received to the amount of $383.77. 

President Hamilton ordered the several vouch- 
ers amounting to $240. 07 to be paid leaving the 
cash on hand $438.70. 

The collections made by secretary Campbell! 
from Dec. 30, 1901 to Sept. 1, 1902 were re- 
ported as $14.50. The collections made at the 
annual meeting, Briggs House, Chicago, Sept. 
1, 1902 were $151.50, showing in the hands of 
the treasurer $195.00. 

It was reported by the examining committee 
that Col. C. Gowdy had the best plant at Cen- 
tralia and is entitled to the franchise. 

In the case of the E, Z.Stove Polishh Com- 
pany of Chicago the vote carried that Martin 
and Martin the proprietors be advised that where 
the paper was shipped direct and all arrange- 
ments made by the firm for the posting thereof, 
the Mahin Adv. Co. were in the wrong in de- 
ducting 16 and two-third per cent, from the set- 
tlements and that the ruling should apply to all 
eases of like character. 

The secretary was instructed to write W. J. 
Horn, at Springfield that his plant must be 
brought up to date within 90 days or before the 
date of the next meeting of the executive com- 
mittee. F 

In the matter of the Peruna Drug Company's 
complaint against A. H. Martz of Mt. Vernon 
it was decided that that member must be dis- 
missed, his dues returned, the $29.06 expended 
by Peruna for advertising in Mt. Vernon re- 
funded by the association, and Mt. Vernon de- 
clared open. 

The motion to suspend Victor Jannay, the 
member at Marshall, and declare that town open, 
was also carried. 

Like resolutions were adopted in the cases of 
Julian Helber, at Red Bud; C . Hizer, Ro- 
chelle; C. F. Smith, Macomb; Geo. A. Welber, 
Kankakee; W. F. Thornton, Oquawka, and 
E. W. Brown, Carlyle, for complaints lodged 
against them. 

The secretary was instructed to investigate the 
complaint of the American Tobacco Company 
against the Gazette Billposting Company at 
Galena and report at the next meeting of the 
executive committee. The secretary was also 
instructed to write W. D. Quinn of Marseilles, 
Ill., and make a few suggestions with refer- 
ence to the handling of his business correspond- 
ence, etc. 

In the matter at Danville it was moved and 
seconded that the secretary be instructed to 
communicate with Frank P. Myers, the member 
there, with reference to reported opposition in 
his city. 

In the matter of Havana, W. J. Odle, same 
was referred to O. J. Johnson, as special com- 
mittee to visit Mr. Odle and put him strait 
on Association matters. 

It was moved and seconded that the association 
membership at Princeton be transferred from 
the name of H. L. Sharpe to Princeton Bijl- 
posting Company as per request of all parties 
interested. 

In the matter of Carbinville the motion carried 
it that a committee of one be appointed to make 
full and careful investigation of the situation 
and report to the executive committee at the 
next meeting. W. H. Sauvage of Alton who 
appointed as the committee. 

The motion to dismiss Phillips and Bowden 
from membership at Mt. Carroll was carried. 

The secretary was instructed to get all in- 
formation from Charles Winheim and O. J.

FACTS NOT FABLES. 


Would a ‘“‘Supplement’”’ or ‘‘Extra’’ Benefit the 
Association? 

C. Heaps Kates’ second argument on rate for 
biilposting is food for serious thought; it 
more of a standard guage argument than the 
first one, and gives the advocater of classified 
rates one more chance to defend rates such as 
the constitution of the Associated Bill Posters 
& Distributors embodies in its schedule. Ar- 
gument number one would have justified the fra- 
ternity in a general abolishment of all previous 
schedules and instantaneous change to a 12 cent 
rate in all 5 to 9 cent villages, and for the 14, 
16 and 20 cent towns and cities no limit was 
suggested, but on a proportionate raise, we will 
infer that 25 cents per sheet would have been 
Argument number two, 
which a perusal of the LeVyne letter seems to 
have called forth, is will that a ‘‘Cheap Skates’’ 
department be established in the A. B. P. & 
D. in which all those who are so equipped but 
still have some conscience left together with the 
ever present and mighty throng who say they 
are bill posters and have ‘‘fine plants’’ but can- 
not deliver the goods, be herded together in a 
sort of ‘‘supplement’”’ or ‘‘extra’’ edition of the 
Association and offered to the advertiser as so 
much screenings would be at a coal yard. 

C. Heaps Kates tells us several things which 
advertising trade papers have sterotyped plates 
of, under different headings, and trade with each 
other every month, because it’s good stuff to use 
to jolly up the bill poster with; but is it prac- 
tical to preach the ‘‘get rich fast’’ doctrine to 
all classes of bill posters, is it good business 
policy to encourage a sweeping change in rates

regardless of service? The national solicitor who 
is placing posting contracts in all parts of the 
J. S$. with all kinds of bill posters, and ex- 
periencing all kinds of trouble, will certainly 
say No. Chicago with its far-reaching suburban 
service although it embraces a number of small 
towns is virtually one big city plant with a uni- 
form service coveting the entire district and can 
render service well worth the rate charged; New 
Jersey with its unusually fine plants with scarce- 
ly an exception is entiled to a rate above the 
average; but what of the hundreds of towns 
throughout the country that have never seen a 
tongue and grooved billboard, where the bill 
poster is never known to send a location list 
within three days after posting, where he tells 
you that he posted all the renewals for ‘‘good 
measure’ instead of renewing as instructed, 
where he refuses to get a local dealer to O. K. 
his bill or voucher because he says his word is 
good and he don’t propose to go to all that extra 
trouble. Which shall we do Mr. C. Heaps 
Kates, ‘‘soak’’ the advertiser for a 12 cent rate 
in all towns, regardless of plants, service or ex- 
isting conditions, or shall we give him a run 
for his money by confining Association members 
to a rate which their surroundings and service 


justifies?

A BILL 


With a Negro in the Woodpile. 
(Contributed. ) 


A bill to ‘‘regulate advertising’’ was intro- 
duced in the New York Legislature at Albany, 
Jan. 16th by assemblyman Fitzgerald. ‘The bill 
provides that billposters in cities of the first 
class are to be required to pay a license fee of 
$2,500, half of which goes to the State, for using 
billboards, fences, rocks ‘‘or other devices,’’ and 
in addition every square foot of space on a 
fence, wall, sign, rock, etc., painted or placard- 
ed,, is to cost them two cents per square foot, 
one cent to go to the ‘financial officer’’ of the 
city and one cent to the State; the license fee 
in cities of the second class is to be $1,000, and 
elsewhere $500. No fence more than six feet 
in height is to be used for advertising on street 
levels or a board more than two feet high on a 
roof, and the area of painted advertisements on 
walls is restricted to fifty square feet. The 
penalty for violations is a fine of not more than 
$500 or imprisonment in a county jail of not 
more than ninety days, or both. 

To any billposter, advertiser or agent having 
a practical knowledge of advertising it is appar- 
ent at a glance, that the enactmeut of such a 
law as the proposed bill, would enable the daily 
papers to practically monopolize advertising. It 
would not be taxation but confiscation—yes prac- 
tically annihilation. Can you imagine the local 
billposter in a little village of 500 inhabitants 
paying a tax of $500 a year, when he depends 
almost entirely on out-of-town advertising? 
Doesn't it appear to you that the little town 
billposter would have to surrender his plant to 
parties or concerns who by the reason they con- 
trol immense paying advertising interests in 
cities of the ‘‘first-class,’’ could stand the $500 
and-2-cents-a-foot tax and pool it all. If there 
is not a “‘nigger in the woodpile’’ then Legis- 
lator Fitzgerald should have his head felt. He 
is either a candidate for the bug-house or a 
worthy successor to the arch bandit Jesse 
James. A seven-year-ohkd school boy can read 
between the lines of Mr. Bitzgerald’s bill: ‘‘you 
little town billposters get off the earth.’’

Mr. Kates seems to for- 
the last three years in getting the billposters to 
get the hardships the association has had for 
become members. Since I have been a contribut- 
or to these valued columns, almost every letter 
was to teach the billposter the value of member- 
ship in the association. In my travels I was 
qjyed Zu0is ey} Wey} Sutmoys wey} 19378 30A0 
they were pursuing and I am positive there are 
lots of members today who thank me for put- 
ting them straight. In those days the associa- 
tion was only too glad to admit them to swell 
out the big list and not to scrutinize their plants 
too keenly. Look at the big list of only two 
years back. Alabama had 10, Florida 4, Lovisi- 
ana 4, Mississippi 6, Arkansas 5 and Texas 13, 
that in six states the association had 42 members 
while today the same states have just 100. 

Now what I am getting at is this. Let the 
small towns charge a flat rate of 12 cents per 
sheet and the advertisers and not the associa- 
tion will ‘‘serutinize’’ and the upshot of it will 
be the small towns will get nothng 

Let me take one town in Illinois as an instance 
Danville, population 20,000. Frank Meyers, bill- 
poster; rates, 7 cents r sheet, as hard a work- 
er as any bill poster in the country and a man 
who never has a kick about his work—makes 
$3,500 a year to the good, and I'll bet a red 
apple that Frank would never charge 12 cents. 
He is too wise, for he knows better than any- 
one else, that most all his good boards would 
be strip: bare. 

I would ask Mr. Kates how in “‘L’’ did Frank 
Meyers build up his plant to the present stand- 
ard at a seven cent rate and yet make $3500 a 
year? It the bill posters in the small towns 
claim they can only give good service at 12 
cents then they argue themselves dishonest for 
all these years in flim flamming the advertiser 
rey ene at “- sang cent rate. 

r. Kates is wrong in again bringing in New 
Jersey in the same breath with California, In- 


| aiana or Georgia The advertiser does not 


pay 
in accordance with the population of the cities 
in which he posts, but the transients who either 
enter the town or pass through on the railroad 
or trolley 

Jno. Donnelly & Sons charge .4 cents a sheet 
for a certain location which is in the bare coun- 
try a mile from the nearest farm house and yet 
20,000 people pass is by each day on the cars. 

Should the association set a standard for the 
small town bill posters may not see it that way. 
Cousequently they would be dropped from mem- 
bership and the big list and the association 
would find itself in the same position as in the 
past. 

And yet—Just listen to this ‘‘yet’’ some ad- 
vertiser would still want to post the town and 
his solicitor would say of old-—they are not mem- 
bers and of course can’t guarantee the service— 
go along anyway, I must take chances, and the 
one member would bleed the advertiser out of 
12 cents per sheet. Just because the associa- 
tion set a ‘‘standard’’ that they could not ‘‘see’’? 

You bill posters who know ‘Yours traly”’ 
from his work in your towns and who can re- 
member his talk to you on the advantages of 
membership and good service, i call upon you to 
pay attention to C. Heaps Kates or any other 
funny named man who wants to mislead you. 
There is coming upon you out of the gloom of 
the black future, a monsver, much worse than 
even the flat 12 cent rate and that is the paint- 
ed stee! signs which are made as large as an 
eight sheet and whose life (if we can believe 
all we hear) is fos eternity.

THE PASSING SHOW.—“WIZARD OF OZ” 
COMES TO TOWN.—LOUIS MANN IN 
“THE CONSUL” CAPTURES THEM 
WITH A FINE PIECE OF 
CHARACTER WORK. 


The Majestic Theater opened last Tues- 
day with “The Wizard of Oz” and a great 
many press representatives who delayed se- 
curing seats for the opening performance 
have had to take what could be offered them 
for succeeding nights during the week. 
S. R. O. continues to be the rule at this 
house which has flung the torch of enlight- 
ened gayety a mile further up town. Ev- 
ery newspaper has proclaimed the fact that 
this theater takes first plate, not as the 
largest, but as the most handsome, roomy, 
and comfortable theater in town. 

The production “The Wizard of Oz” is 
big and impressive. It is full of stage 
effects, some Belasconian in originality, and 
Julian Mitchell has made the most of a 
crowd of pretty chorus girls. The vocal- 
istic abilities of the chorus is just so and 
so and unfortunately that same weakness 
applies in respect to each of the principals.

HOW A BIG CIRCUS CROSSES THE 
OCBAN. 

The loading of Barnum & Batley's circus 
on board the steamship Minneapolis at 
Dunkirk, France, preparatory to sa ling for 
home about the first of November, must 
have been a sight that threw the regular 
performances in the shade. The animals 
went down to Dunkirk in sixty-seven spec- 
ial railroad cars, and the whole of France 
was disturbed by the nolse they made and 
the brilliance of the spectacle, according 
to a letter to the San Francisco Examiner 
There was a great strike of laborers on 
at Dunkirk, but the strikers agreed to | 
load the cirens on the ship on the grounc 
of humanity. A tremendous task it was 
to ship 852 beasts, mostly savage. In ad- 
dition nearly all the creatures bave a root 
ed objection to the sea, which they avold 
in their native state. In spite of all the 
difficulties and the protests of the animals, 
however, they were taken on board, and 
except for seasickness, lodged as comfort- 
ably and cared for as well as if on land 

..o less than twenty-three Asiatic ele- 
phants went aboard the Minneapolis as 
passengers. ‘They ranged in size from Sut- 
tan, probably the biggest In captivity, down 
to Tom Thumb, who is no more than four 
feet higu. some were hoisted on, while 
twe best behaved were allowed to walk on 
a very strong, specially constructed ng 
way. Sultan was hoisted on board by a 
crane capable of lifting one hundred tons 
It would not have been safe to send him 
over a gangplank, because of his tremend- 
ous weight, and also because of his obsti 
nate and sometimes violent temper. His 
eyes were covered over to prevent his be 
coming alarmed. Four chains of one-inch 
links were passed round his capacious 
stomach, and the crane hauled him up as 
easily as if be were a barrel. When he 
was in mid-air he trumpeted violently and 
endeavored to throw his legs about, but 
they were chained together. He proved 
quite helpless in the grip of the machinery 
Sultan was sately deposited in the com 
modious apartment specially arranged for 
him, which occupied the depth of two 
decks and projected up into the open air. 
Al. the very tall an.mals had specially con- 
structed houses, which rose above the up 
per deck. One of the most important ele 
yhants is the Duchess, because she has a 

by. It was not considered wise to keep 
the i-uchess and her baby in one stall. 
With the rolling of the ship she would 
have been likely to fall and injure bim 
Besides, an elephant mother suffering the 
agonies o1 seasickness can not be relied on 
to give the necessary care to her baby 
He was therefore kept in a room by him- 
self.

every two hours, night and day. It was. 
therefore, the business of the keepers to 
take the baby to the Duchess every two 
hours during the twenty-four. Most of the 
elephants went on board quite cheerfuliy. 
one of the most skillful performers insist 
ing on dancing up the ga lank on his 
hind legs. On board ship the elephants 
health is an object of much solicitude. His 
or her pulse is examined every morning 
A favorite remedy for the great pachy 
derms when troubled by seasickness is a 
quart of whiskey mixed In a pall of warm 
water, with twenty grains of quinine and 
plenty of sugar. 

Most of the animals made little trouble 
about going on board, but it was necessary 
to blindfold the camels, and the zebras 
kickeu two gangplanks to pieces before 
they were safely housed on board. The 
lions, tigers and other ferocious beasts 
were, for the most part, hauled aboard in 
the cars in which they came, by means of 
cranes In some cases, however, it was 
necessary to transfer the animals. Then 
the bottom of a cage would be pulled out 
with the liou on it. One k r would hold 
the great cat by a rope about its neck. 
while another audacious man got a firm 
grasp of the tufted tall. The floor was 
then titled up so as to compel the lion to go 
downward into his new cage. The smallest 
of the collection of bears was & polar club. 
which was brought aboard in Mr. Balley's 
pocket. ‘The horses suffer from ocean trav 
el most of all. ‘The unfortunate anima!s 
have no «.aphragm. The giraffes also are 
very unhappy on ship-board. The constant 
motion sends thelr eight-foot necks rolling 
from side to side, causing the greatest 
pain. If a giraffe falls down he can not 
get up, and he dies a miserable death. If. 
however, he has plenty of time, he can 
fold his legs under himself in a peculiar 
way only understood by giraffes, and then 
he will rest in comparative comfort. There 
were two magnificent giraffes on the Min 
neapolis. These are the most valuable wil 
animais in the world, and if any accident 
should happen to them it would be an irre 
parable misfortune. The great fear was 
that they would fall down with the rolling 
of the ship and dislocate their necks. They 
were braced up with ropes on all sides and 
their necks were protected by heavy pad 
Sine The keepers watched them night and 
day. 

The polar bears, seals and sea Hons are 
the only animals which realty enjoy the de 
lignts of ocean travel. They had fine tanks 
on board, which were filled daily with 
fresh. cold sea water. They enjoyed the 
situation immensely, and barked and shout 
ed with arctic delight all day long.

ME FACTS ABOUT 1 HIS LIFE AND 
HIS CAREER 


Nene of the many exciting plays in 
which the veteran actor, Kyrie Bellew, has 
appeared compare in sensational adventure 
with his own remarkably vigorous and 
varied career. He is a romantic actor with 
a genuinely romantic past which covers 
almost every branch of human endeavor. 
In spite of his strenuous life, time has 
dealt fairly well with Mr. Bellew. He 
is the son of an auxiliary Bishop of Cal- 
ecutta, and received his education at Baliol 
College, Oxford. He ran away at the age 
of 19 and became a sailor. Three years 
later he enlisted in Her Majesty's navy 
and served five years, making his life on 
the ocean wave cover a period of eight 
years. A shipwreck cured him of his love 
for the briny, and on his return to Lendon 
he answered an advertisement for a posi- 
tien as light comedian with a provincial 
troupe. His salary was two pounds a 
week. The famous Dion Boucicault saw 
Bellew in Dublin in Boucicault’s own play, 
‘Led Astray,” and he took such a fancy to 
the young man coat he gave him a place 
in his own company. The stage name of 
Mr. Bellew at that time was Harold Kyrl 
For three years he was the leading man 
of the Haymarket Theater under Buck- 
stone, and from there he went to the Ly- 
ceum Theater with Henry Irving, who 
had a high regard for the abilities of the 
young actor. His last engagement in Lon- 
don before coming to America was with 
Kate Liston’s company, at the Empire 
Theater. Lester Wallack brougnt Kyrle 
Bellew to America, where he achieved 
success in the romantic play “Harbor 
Lights.” Although signed for only one 
year, Bellew stayed five years with Wal- 
lack. It was at that time, early in the 
seventies, that the term “matinee idol” 
was coined, inspired by the popularity of 
the English star among the fair ones. Per- 
haps his long tour with Mrs. James Brown 
Potter did more than any other circum- 
stance to spread the fame of Bellew. They 
traveled all over the world for three 
years, and their tour was brought to an 
abrupt conclusion at Cape Town, Africa, 
where all their effects were destroyed by 
fire. Bellew, who had a taste for advent- 
ure, disappeared for three years in the 
wilds of Australia as a gold digger and 
miner. Henry Irving discovered his where- 
abouts and sent for him to return to Eng- 
land to play the part of Oliver in “Robe- 
spierre.” probably the most artistic pro- 
duction ever put on in the world. Bellew 
had to assume the role of a young man, 
which he did with such consummate art 
that many people would not believe that 
the youthful Oliver was the veteran Kyrle 


Bellew. ‘The love of a roving life was too 
strong for Bellew, and while “Robe- 
spierre” was achieving success, the no- 
madic actor hied himself to Australia and 


again became a backwoodsman. Only a 
little more than a year ago he returned to 
civilization and has since been with the 
Lieblers in their production, ‘A Gentleman 
of France.” 


The death of Thomas B. Reed reminds 
Stuart Robson of the first and only time 
he ever met the statesman. “I was in the 
e‘evator of the Shoreham in Washington, 
last winter, when a large man entered from 
the office floor. At once I recognized him 
from the several pictures I had seen, and 
I fear my curiosity got the better of my 
politeness, for I could not resist the temp- 
tation of staring at the man I so much ad- 
mired. Caught in the act, I lowered my 
eyes and pretended to be interested in a 
pretty child, who was talking to her doll, 
when Mr. Reed said with a laugh: “Take a 
long look at me, Mr. Robson; I have been 
looking at you off and on for many a 
year, so we'll try and call matters even. 
It honors most men of my calling to meet 
one of yours, for one realizes that if we 
political fellows could distribute as much 
happiness to mankind as you player fel- 
lows do, the world would be a sight better 
for it.’

SOME FACTS. 


ABOUT THE LIFE 01 OF EDGAR STILL- 
MAN KELLEY 


Edgar Stillman Kelley, whe wrote the 
impressive “Ben Hur” music, was born 
April 14, 1857, in Sparta, Wis. His father 
was a revenue officer, his mother a skilled 
musician, who taught him the piano from 
his eighth year to his seventeenth, when he 
went to Chicago and studied harmony and 
counterpoint under Clarence Eddy and the 
piano under Ledochowski 

After two years in Chicago, Mr. Kelley 
went to Germany, where, in Stuttgart, he 
studied the piano with Kruger and Speidel, 
organ with Finck, composition and orches- 
tration with Seiffritz. While in Germany 
Mr. Kelley wrote a successful concert polon- 
aise for four hands and a composition for 
strings. 

In 1880 he was back in America, and set- 
tled in San Francisco, with whose musical 
life he has become familiar as a teacher 
and composer. Here he wrote his first large 
work. the well-known melodramatic music 
for “Macbeth.” 

A local benefactor, John Parrot, paid the 
expenses of a public performance, the great 
success of which persuaded McKee Rankin, 
the actor, to make an elaborate production 
of both play and music. This ran for three 
weeks in San Francisco to crowded houses, 
which is a remarkable record for many rea- 


sons. 

Mr. Kelley was again persuaded to write 
a comic opera to the artistic libretto, ““Pu- 
ritania,” by C. M. S. McLellan, the bril- 
liant satirist. The work won high praise 
in Boston, where it had 100 performances. 

The work musically was not only consci- 
entious, but really graceful and captivating. 
It received the most glowing ecomiums from 
people of musical culture, and largely en- 
hanced Mr. Kelley’s musical reputation 
in its run of something over a year. On 
its tour Mr. Kelley was also the musical 
conductor, in which capacity he has fre- 
quently served elsewhere.

MANNERISMS OF PROMINENT 
PLAYERS. 


Every theatergoer has stamped upon his 
memory some oddity or habit of his favor- 
ite that individualizes that favorite. Some 
of these mannerisms are worth much to 
the actor, for they are so much of his 
stock in trade. Stuart Robson, for in- 
Stance, owes much to that staccato-treble 
voice of his. It belongs to his art and 
can not be charged up to affectation. Be- 
sides this, Robson has a habit of putting 
his finger in his mouth, and not every- 
body knows that he has a natural lisp. 
But there are others. For amusement, let 
us try to recall some of the stage pecu- 
liarities of our favorites. 

Sir Henry Irving has a variety of pet 
grunts. He punctuates Shakespearean 
blank verse and lines of modern epigram 
alike with ‘“ughs,” “umphs,”  er-r-s,” 
“ahs,” and a longer series of gutturals be- 
yond any form of written expression. These 
are habits which only the ear can recog- 
nize, but he has others for the eye. Chief 
of them is the “Irving walk,” something 
so comprehensive to the thousands on thou- 
sands who have seen it that it hardly needs 
description. It is a heavy-footed, shuffling 
movement, giving the idea that the weight 
of the actor's body is unevenly divided 
between the upper and lower halves, and 
that his knees are apt to give away any 
moment. Both the actor's peculiarities of 
speech and motion lend themselves easily 
to burlesque, as the public has known since 
the days of Henry Dixey’s Irving carica- 
ture in ‘“Adonis.”’ 

Richard Mansfield also has 


a characteris- 


tic walk. He proudly calls it the “hip 
movement.”’ Others have called it the 
“hip! hip! hurrah! movement,” explain- 


ing that when they have seen it their in- 
clination has been to beat time and to 
strike into a martial quickstep. The actor 
swings his leg out from the hip and some- 
times he seems to advance by a quick 
succession of rolls. The walk, however, 
has purpose behind it. Not so with the 
whimsical mannerism which is ancther of 
his properties. One of the earliest of his 
successful roles was that of Beau Brum- 
mel. As the Beau one of his effective ges- 
tures was the extension of his left arm in 
a graceful sweep and a slow circling of the 
hand backward to the perfumed locks above 
the ear. There the finger tips grew ac- 
eustomed to lingering lovingly, toying with 
the curls and twisting them into new 
shapes. He has been going through the 
pantomime ever since. As bold King Har- 
ry, he used a mailed hand to caress the 
eurl; as Cyrano he paused from sword play 
to take the unconscious attitude. The gloom 
of Hyde has not been deep enough to en- 
gulf the pretty drawing-room trick, nor 
have a score of other dandified affectations, 
assumed for passing roles, had power to 
depose the early favorite. 

Joseph Jefferson’s nearest approach to 
an iron ahbit is his penchant for shaking 
hands with every one he comes upon the 
stage. His shake is the same. whether ag 
Rip Van Winkle, Bob Acres, Mr. Golightly, 
or Caleb Plummer. It is a hearty affair, 
but not much time is wasted about it. Mr. 
Jefferson also makes constant and telling 
use of his bright eyes, but does so of in- 
tent, so can not be credited with optical 
mannerism. 

E. H. Sothern can. His eves have a 
stare at times entirely sternly, and when 
they are fixed on a person or thing they 
assume saucer-plate dimensions. At other 
times, he throws his eyes around as if 
they were weapons of offense. 

William H. Crane puffs out his cheeks 
as if he were preparing to cool a dish of 
hot mush, or more suffering from having 
taken a mouthful of it. He also is a cap- 
tive to his pockets. His hands never are 
out of them more than three seconds at e@ 
time. Change of attitude for him means 
the taking of his hands from his trouser 
pockets and the thrusting of them into his 
coat pockets. Since he began playing “Da- 
vid Harum” he in addition has threat- 
ened to displace William Gillette from his 
place of pre-eminence of a tobacco smoker. 

Mr. Gillette’s cigars, pipe and cigarettes, 
however, are not strictly manneristic. They 
are cultivated likings, introduced on the 
stage with much care. Being the author 
of his own plays, the actor is able to ar- 
range for comfortable smokes on the stage. 
He doesn’t like to relight a cigar, so he 
dries them out beforehand on a steam ra- 
diator. For that reason also his friends 
always have polite refusals for his ten- 
ders of the weed. The real Gillette man- 
nerism is likewise the real Gillette per- 
sonality—a sang froid that is beyond imi- 
tation. 

Nathaniel C. Goodwin rumples his small 
amount of hair ferociously, no matter in 
what temper or in what play he happens 
to be. When he means to be serious he 
draws his face down and scowls. Mr. 
Goodwin, since he began playing with Max- 
ine Elliott, has had to give close attention 
to the art of pose, owing to the difference 
between their heights. She is the taller. 
The two never stand side by side. If they 
have to be standing at the same time, one 
takes a position quite a ways in the rear of 
the other, so that perspective will aid 
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them. Generally one sits down and the 
other stands. The two rarely take a cur- 
tain call together, or if they do they “cram 
far apart as possible. 

John Drew's favorite position ts to stand 
with his hands behind his back and his legs 
spread wide apart. 

Otis Skinner looks from beneath lower- 
ing eyelashes, and when he gestures he 
throws his arms straight out before he be- 
gins any light fluorishes. 

James K. Hackett likes to stand with his 
arms folded on his breast. When he does 
a lock of hair invariably falls over his eyes, 
and he has to release one arm to brush it 
back. 

Charles Richman holds his 
hind his back, but more loosely than Mr. 
Drew. When he sits at a table or stands 
by a mantel he leans on his elbow, with 
hand on chin. 

William Faversham has a 
lengthens in proportion to the 
his speeches. 

Henry Miller talks from one side of his 
mouth, and seems to draw fn his upper lip. 

Tim Murphy has retained his “Texas 
Steer” trick of shaking the forefinger of 
his right hand when he wants to be em 
phatic. 

Robert Drovet talks with his mouth part- 
ly open. and the words come in pants. The 
suggestion is that of a fish ont of water, 
gasning,- onen-mouthed, for air. 

Frank Daniels elevates one eyebrow. and 
vear in and year out he wears pairs of 
white gloves with the fingers too long. His 
pet gestures is a sweep of the right arm, 
ending with a lusty tap on the breast. 

D-Wolf Hopper swines his body as if 
the different sections cf his colessal frame 
were hung on a common string 

Francis Wilson has a hab't 
his tongue against the 
outside of the mouth. 

Dan Daly has turned his stiff. awkward 
walk to such good conmercial account 
that it can not properly be called a man- 
nerism. 

The same may be said of William Nor- 
ris’ ear-to-ear grin and h'‘s piping laugh. 

EF. M. Holland owns a stutter. 

Actresses have more traits than manner 
isms. but they are not withovt the latter. 

Ellen Terry never is still a second on the 
stage. She plays with her hair and wrin- 
kles ber hands through the a'r as if she 
were feeling of it. 

Bernhardt has a liking for gestvr'ing with 
outstretched hands and eves uplifted, but 
she is mistress of it. and when it is not ef- 
fective it is not used:

While she was playing “Becky Sharp” she 
fell into a gatling-gun form of speech, but 
she laid it aside with the character. 

Anna Held rolls her eyes, and when her 
arms have been thrown wide in gesture, she 
flutters her fingers. Whatever the gesture, 
it is the back of her hands that the au- 
dience sees—and likewise the glittering set- 
tings of her rings. 

Maude Adams puts her hand over her 
mouth when she laughs, and often puts a 
finger to a corner of her movth, or rests 
her face upon her hand. Her long associa- 
tion with “Lady Babbie” is responsible. 

Viola Allen perks her head on one side, 
and seems to have one eye on the gallery. 

Amelia Bingham, in forgetful moments, 
rubs her face meditatively and droops her 
head. 

Lillian Russell holds up the trains of 
her gowns nearly all the time she is on 
the stage. Cause——expensive gowns and the 
fear of soiling them.—Pittsburg Gazette.

THE JEFFERSON FAMILY. 


No name is more closely linked with 
stage history o1 the past as well as the 
stage to-dav than that of Jefferson. “Rip 
Van Winkle” is one of the stage’s peren- 
nial jewels. holi.ng the subtle power of 
making any audience the better for the 
seeing. 

Some interesting facts follow relating 
to the Jefferson family. 

Thomas Jefferson, a young man of 18, 
roue to London in 1746. on one of his fa- 
ther’s farm worses and there met David 
Garrick. the greatest actor of his time. 
Jefferson was the wit of Ripton. Yorkshire. 
and it was there that he first made the 
acquaintance of Garrick, who was struck 
wi.a the genius of Jefferson, and proposed 
his going on the stage with him, which he 
accepted. 

This was the foundation of the Jeffer- 
son family of actors.” Jefferson died tin 
1807. His.family consisted of a wife and 
two sons; the youngest became a minister, 
and the elder, Joseph Jefferson the Second, 
an actor. who’was born in 1774. Havin 
some difficulty with his father’s secon 
wife. he left England and came to America. 
arriving in 1797. Joseph Jefferson found 
lodgings in New York, with a Mrs. Fortune. 
She had two daughters, one Euphemia, who 
became the voung comedian’s wife, the oth- 
er married William Warren, the father of 
the celebrated and much beloved comedian 
of the Boston Museum. ‘This is where 
these two talented families of actors be- 
came related.
